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The  holiday  of  Shavuoth  (Feast  of 
Weeks)  will  occur  this  year  on  Saturday 
night,  May  27th,  and  Sunday  and  Monday 
May  28-29.  Its  major  importance  in  the 
history  of  Israel  is  the  fact  that  on  it 
the  Torah  was  given  to  the  Hebrew  Peo- 
ple through  Moses  at  Mount  Sinai. 

The  Festival  was  marked  in  ancient 
Palestine  'by  the  “Bikkurim”  (first 
lruits)  that  were  brought  from  all  parts 
of  the  Holy  Land  to  the  Jerusalem  Tem- 
ple as  a token  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
summer  harvest.  In  modem  Palestine 
the  “Eikkur'm’’  celebration  has  become 
a great  agricultural  feature  annually 
held  in  Haifa,  for  the  same  reason,  the 
Leak  of  Ruth,  which  tells  the  story  of 
loyalty  to  the  Jewish  faith  against  the 
background  of  the  Palestine  harvest,  is 
read  on  Shavuoth.  Another  explanat  on 
for  the  reading  of  this  Book  is  the  fact 
that  King  David  was  descended  from 
Ruth,  and  tradition  has  it  that  his  Yahr- 
zeit  occurs  on  Shavuoth. 

The  theme  of  the  harvest,  is  reflected 
also  in  the  plant  decorations  of  Syna- 
gogue and  home,  while  the  thought  of 
the  Torah  given  on  this  date  accounts 
for  the  fact  that,  in  accordance  with 
the  reference  to  the  Divine  Law  as  “ho- 
ney and  milk’’,  it  :’s  customary  to  eat 
milk  foods— “Blintzes”  being  a favourite 
—during  the  holiday. 

In  all  Ottawa  Synagogues  Shavuoth 
Services  will  be  held  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  nights  at  sunset,  and  Sunday 
and  Monday  morn’ngs  at  8.30.  (Satur- 
day Maariv.  8.55  p.m.) 

Yizkor  (Memorial  Service^  will  be 
held  in  all  Ottawa  Synagogues  on  Mon- 
day morning,  May  29.

From  “Somewhere  in  England”,  Pte. 
Sammy  Koffman  addressed  an  eloquent 
letter,  excerpts  of  which  the  Bulletin 
prints  in  the  conviction  that  he  speaks 
for  men  on  active  service  everywhere: 
B’Nai  Brith  Lodge  885, 

Ottawa,  Canada. 

Sirs: 

Thank  you  for  the  c'garettes  I today 
received.  They  bring  fond  memories  of 
the  many  friends  and  acquaintances 
within  your  organization.  They  bring 
solace  and  comfort  and  encouragement 
to  one  embroiled  in  this  grim  business 
of  war.  They  bring,  so  potently,  a re- 
minder of  our  faith,  our  religion,  when 
in  this  blacked-out,  shell-torn  world  over 
here,  it  is  so  easy  to  forget. 

Tonight  they  bring  a picture  of  my 
dear  mother,  her  shawl-covered  head 
bowed  over  the  traditional  candles,  ut- 
tering through  tight  lips  the  prayer  her- 
alding another  Shabbos.  But  the  prayer 
in  her  heart,  as  in  the  hearts  of  all  the 
mothers  on  this  earth  tonight,  is  for  us, 
her  sons,  scattered  about  the  British  Em- 
pire in  the  service  of  their  country.  The 
prayer  that  we  shall  remain  strong  and 
dauntless,  that  we  shall  not  falter  nor 
fail  and  that  we  shall  soon  return,  un- 
sullied in  body,  mind  or  spirit. 

And  this  gift  brings  a reminder  that 
we  too  must  pray.  That  we  must  ask 
for  the  strength,  the  forbearance,  the 
courage,  the  mother  needs  today.  For 
it  is  thev.  gentlemen,  whom  war  damages 
most.  We,  in  the  habiliment  of  the 
King’s  uniform,  stung  with  vanity  and 
infested  with  grandeur,  glorying  in  the 
halo  of  the  warrior,  suffer  lightly  the 
horrors  of  war.  The  torment,  the  agony, 
the  distress  beleaguer  most  those  mo- 
thers at  home.  To  them  we  bequeath 
the  greater  portion  of  your  syllabus  for 
the  uplift  of  morale. 

We,  in  the  Army,  have  little  occasion 
for  defense  against  Anti-Semitism.  In 
our  huts,  our  tents,  our  trenches,  the 
nests  of  Democracy’s  fight  to  preserve 
civilization,  we  are  eggs  of  one  colour, 
one  faith,  one  purpose 

Meanwhile,  continue,  please,  the  ship- 
ment of  cigarettes  and  comfort  boxes 
to  the  overseas  servicemen.  These  gifts 
carry  great  messages.  But  lend  an  ear 
and  an  eye  also  to  those  mothers  we  left 
behind.  Make  it  a little  easier  for  these 
women  who  wait  and  pray.

You  enjoyed  Passover  butter  and  Pass- 
over  milk  during  the  recent  holiday,  be- 
cause the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  went  to  great  ex- 
pense in  order  to  provide  you  with  them. 
War  shortages  in  the  field  of  labour  and 
dairy  supplies  threatened  to  leave  our 
Community  without  these  important  ele- 
ments in  the  Passover  diet,  and  only 
through  the  effort  s of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir, 
headed  by  the  Rabbi,  was  this  problem 
mastered. 

Some  seventy  families  in  this  city,  ma- 
ny of  them  families  of  men  on  active  ser- 
vice, received  their  Passover  matzos 
through  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  office,  when  the 
local  grocers  were  unable  to  supply  them. 
It  should  be  of  general  interest  to  the 
ccl  r munity  to  know  that  the  price  of  the 
matzos  sold  was  no  higher  than  the 
regular  market  price,  and  still  the  Vaad 
Ha’Ir  made  a slight  profiit  that  will  be 
used  for  the  welfare  of  general  Jewish 
causes  in  the  city.
